It is 
therefore proposed that -the existing text of the 
Presidential Statement be altered to take this suggestion 
into account.

TRANSCRIPTION - ORIGINAL FOLLOWS 



In consultation and full agreement with its British and 
French allies, and after consultation other member 
governments of North Atlantic Treaty Organization and with 
the benefit of the view of the Federal Republic of Germany/ 

the United states yesterday delivered through its Embassy in 

Moscow its reply to the aide-memoire on Germany and Berlin 

received from the Soviet Goverment on June 4. Our reply 

speaks for itself and advances what I believe to be an 

irrefutable legal, moral and political position. in this 

statement I should like to convey to the American people and 

the people of the world the basic issues which underlie the 

somewhat more formal language of diplomacy. - -' 

The Soviet aide-memoire is a document which speaks of 

peace but threatens to disturb it. It speaks of ending the 

abnormal situation in Germany but insists on making 

permanent its abnormal division. It refers to the Four 

Power Alliance of World War II but sees the unilateral 

abrogation of the rights of the other three powers, it 

calls for new international agreements while preparing to 

violate existing ones. It offers certain assurances while 

making it plain that its previous assurances are not to be 

relied upon. It professes concern for the rights of the 

citizens of West Berlin while seeking to expose them to the 

immediate or eventual domination of a regime which permits 

no self-determination. Three simple facts are clear: 
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CU Today there Is pwci In Berlin, In Ceraeny and ia Surope. If that 
pases ia destroyed by Kb* unilateral action, of the Soviet thloo, let leaders 
aill bar * heavy reepooalbillty before world opinion and history. 

(2) Today the people of Viet Berlin ere free. In that MHt it !• al- 
ready a "free city" — frss to determine Ita own loadara and Craa to an joy 
tba fundaaaatal tuaan rights reaffirmed lo tba United Kstlons Cbartar. 

<3) Today tba continued presence in Veet Barlln of tba united luui, 
tbs Unltad Kingdom and franc* Is by claar legal right, arising froa war, 
acknowledg «d in aeay agre-aenta signed by tba gorlat Onion, and strongly 
supported by tbs overwhclalog aajority of tbo paopla of that eity. Their 
fraadoa is dependent upon our eserelee of tbeae rlghte — en eserelee wbleb 
is thus a political and aeral obligation as well as a lsgal right. Znaaaueh 
as tbtse righto, including the right of acesss to Berlin, are not held froa 
the Soviet Government, they cannot ho ended by any unilateral action of the 
Soviet Onion. They cannot he effected by a eo-called M peaee treaty**, covering 
only a pert of Germany, with a regiae of the Soviet Union* e own creation — 
a regis* which is not freely representative of all or any part of Ccrsany, 
and does net enjoy the confidence of the 17 all lion last Ceraans. The steady 
etreaa of Ceraan refugees froa East to Wait Is eloquent testiaony to that 
'•«. ..._... .., ..... v • 

The United States baa been prepared ainee the eloee of the war. and is 
prspared today, to achieve, la agreeaent with all of lte World Iter IX alt lee, 
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• freest megotlsted peace treaty covering ell of Germany and based en the 
freely expressed will of all of tte German people. 1* have Mnr suggeeted 
that, io violation of Interactional law and earlier Four Power agrceaeaU ( «m 
might legally negotiate a eettleaent with only a part of Germany, or without 
the participation of the other principal World Iter IX Allies, we know of no 
sound reason why the Soviet Government should nmg believe that the rights of 
the western Powers, derived fro* Nasi Ceraany's surrender, could be Invalidated 
by such an action on the part of the Soviet Onion. 

The United States has consistently sought the goal of a Just and compre- 
hensive peace treaty for alt of Germany since first suggesting in 1946 that 
a special conviction be appointed for this purpose. We stilt recognise Che 
feslrablllty of change -- but it should be a change in the direction of V 
graetcr, not lets, freedom of choice for the people of Germany and Berlin. 
The western Peace Plan and the All-Berlin solution proposed by the weetsrn 
Allies at Geneva in 1959 were constructive, practical offers to obtain this 
kind of fair settlement io Central Burope. Our objective is not to perpetu- 
ate our presence in either Germany or Berlin — our objective is the perpetu- 
ation of the peace and freedom of their eltlaens. 

But the Soviet Union has blocked all progress toward the conclusion of 
a just treaty based on the self-determination of the Germany people, and baa 
iatadly heightened world tensions over this issue. The Soviet

curb Wait Berlla*a conuunicatloas with tba fraa world and to asffaeata tba 
fraado a it no* anjoye. 

tba araa thus newly subjected to Soviet tbraata of heightened taaaioa 
poses no danger whataoever to tba paaea of tba world or to tba eecerlty * say 
aatioa. Tha world kaowa tbat tbara ia ao raaaoa for a crista ever Berlin 
today — and that, if ooa develops, it will ba eaoaad by tba lewiot Cunwi t'i 
etteept to invade tba righto of others and aamifaetara taaaiaaa. It ie, 
noreover, ulautlag tba worda "freedoe" and "peace". For, aa oar reply etstee, 
"f reedoa" and M p«aea M ara not aaraly worda — nor can they ba achieved by 
words or promises alone, Thsy ara repreaentative of a auta of affairs.
